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Continuation of 2, NOTE: Applicant's additional limitations, in particular "by a client", as well as "prior to development", "business process 
owner" and "certification" would require further consideration and possibly search. Further, the cited portions of the original disclosure do 
not clearly support "client". 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented are not persuasive at 
this time. First, all arguments regarding client performance will require further consideration. Argument concerning seperation of duties 
evaluation as in claim 8, also is unpersuasive. Bowman-Amuah clearly described a seperation of duties, as indicated by both the rejection 
and Applicant's remarks. The claim language does not require different people (though it is not clear if that would overcome the provided 
roles outright). Thus, the rejection is maintained. 
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
